Destruction of a Bench Show at 
Columbus, Ohio. 


FINE DOGS AND POULTRY ROASTED 


Feurteenth Kegiment Armory, With Ufi- 
forms, Accoutrements, Etc., Lost— 
Lesses by the Flames Elsewhere. 


CoLtumsus, Ohio, January 12.—The Fout- 
teenth regiment armory, a frame structure om 
Spring street, burned at six o’clock this morn- 
ing. The fire caugit from a defective flue and 
soon enveloped the building. The draperies 
Were evergreens, ayg went like a flash, every= 
thing going up like an explosion. The force 
of men about the armory endeavored to get the 
valuables and live stock eut. but were unable 
to do anything of consequence. The building 
was totally enveloped in less than ten minutes, 
There were one thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion in the building. Cartridges exploded, bul 
lets flying in all directions, making it danger 

for the men at work. Pete Ball, colored, 
was struck on the head with a bullet, but 
not seriously wounded. Three hundred stand 
of rifles and the uniforms of all the men of the 
regiment were destroyed, as well as their para- 
phanalia, except tents. The officers lost much 
of their goods. Adjutant General Arline esti- 
mates the loss to the state at $150,000. Other 
local organizations and drill corps had their 
uniforms in the building and lost them. 

The Ohio Poultry, Pigeon, Kennel and Pet 
Stock association opened their second annual 
exhibition at the armory on Tuesday. There 
were displays from nearly every state east of 
the Mississippi. The value of exhibits is esti- 
mated at over $50,000. All the poultry and 
pigeon stock and nearly all the dogs were con- 
sumed. The famous Gordon setter ‘Royal 
Duke,” owned by Walter Hamuinett, of Phila- 
delphia, valued at $1,000, broke his chain and 
got out badly singed. The only other dogs 
saved were the champion English setter, 
‘Paul Gladstone,” valued at $1,009, and two 
Irish setters and a pointer belonging to stu- 
dents of Columbus, which had been taken 
home last night. Among the dogs burned were 
‘‘Patti M,”’ prize pointer bitch of Cleveland, 
which has taken prizes at all kernel shows. 
and valued at $1,000. Inall, over three hun- 
dred dogs of different breeds were lost, cotm- 
posing the finest display ever made in Ohio. 
“Sir Charles,’’ said to be the finest specimen 
of the St. Bernard in America, owned by H. 
L. Goodman, of Chicago, valued at $2,500, and 
the whole of the Alta Kennel, of Toledo, com- 
posed of St. Bernards, were burned, There 
were between six and eight hundred entries in 
poultry, carrier pigeons, etc., from many states, 
and all burned. 

Catalogues and record of prize winners were 
burned, which makes detailed information dif- 
ficult to secure. The show would have closed 
tonight and was pronounced such a success 
that arrangements had already been made for 
an exhibition next year.

LOWELL'S LOSS. 


Two Large Four-Story Houses Burned--Dani- 
age by Fire Elsewhere. 

LOWELL, Mass., January 12.—Two large 

four-story brick houses were totally destroyed 

by fire this morning. The buildings were 


owned by the city, and occupied by the firs 


departinent, and by companies “C” and “G, 
Sixth regiment, asan armory. In the build- 
ing were twenty thousand rounds of cartridges 
which kept up a constant fusilade and several 
kegs of gunpowder which exploded with such 
force as to be heard all over the city. Both 
buildings were completely gutted. The fire 
alarm telegraph system was rendered useless, 
and every electric light extinguished. The 
electric light station was in close proximity to 
the fire, and wires were destroyed. The build- 
ings owned by the city, were valued at thirty- 
five thousand dollars. The uniforms of com- 
panies ‘‘C’’ and ‘‘G,’’ with arms were totally 
destroyed. 

Ai three this morning the fire was under 
control. The roof of the adjoining building 
was broken in by the falling walls, and the 
building and its contents will be a total loss. 
It was occupied by grain and hay dealers. It 
is now thought seventy-five thousand dollars 
will cover the total loss. The brick buildings 
are not insured.

PHILADELPHIA, January 12.—The extensive 
cotton mill of Rumpf Brothers, at Hancock 
and Huntington streets, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire about seven ,o’clock this morn- 
ing.

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LOST IN THE SNOW.

THE SITUATION ON, THE READING. 


Conference of Business Men With President 
Corbin, 

PHILADELPHIA, Janwary 12.—The inquiry 
here as to what happened at yesterday's con- 
ference between President Corbin, of the Read- 
ing company, and a delegation of business men 
from the mining regions is barren of results, 
but two New York papers published this morn- 
ing, in identical language, the following : 

After hearing what different members of the ¢éom- 
mitiee had to ny President Corbin replied that he 
heartily sympathized with the object of the comimit- 
tee, which was to end the strike, which he deplored 
as much as any one, but tha’ the position and duty 
of the company was perfectiy clear He said there 
was nothing the company could submit to arbitra- 
tion. The subject of the railroad strike was clcsed: 
that strike was over. Men who left the service of 
the company were discharged, and would, under no 
circumstances, be taken back. The leaders of the 
striking miners, he understood, would not be satis- 
fied eves ifthe qnestion of wages should be con- 
ceded. They would demand that all new men on 
the railroad should be discharged and all the dis- 
charged men taken back. This alone would make 
arbitration impossible. But beyond this Mr. Corbin 
said the position of the company regarding 
miners’ wages was just and fair re honest, and fts 
maintenance was demanded by every consideration 
of sound. business policy, If all the coal companies, 
he said, could be brought together to agree to ad- 
vance wages, the Reading would pay as high rates 
as auybody, but to talk about submitting to arbitra- 
tion a matter which might make it imposssible for 
the Reading company to compete w ith other coal 

roducing and carrying compdbies was uscless, 

hese were questions whieh the company never 
could submit to arbitration. The company had 
taken its pesition with great care and deliberation. 
It was right and would never recede. He said the 
miners had yiolatea their contract with the com- 
pany.

Corbin said he felt yery sorry for the great body of 
miners, who he felt sure ‘had en misled 
Sy their leaders. He was sorry to see 
them .suffer; hoped that they would 
return to work at. once, and suggested to the com- 
mittee that they might do excellent serviee to them- 
selves, to the miners, to the company and the pub- 
lic, by trying to enlighten miners who had been led 
into the strike, which was utterly wrong and with- 
out cause. They should try, he said, te induce the 
miners to return their allegiance to the company. 
This was.the way and the only way to end the 
strike. The committee was much impressed with 
Mr. Corbin’s candid statement of the position of the 
company, which many of them admitted was im- 
pregnable. The committee could not say what they 
propore’ to do, but it is Hkely that it will result in 
an address by the committee to the mimers. After 
the.conference Mr. Corbin said he had nothing to 
give the reporters in the way of news. 

The situation teday remains uncianged. Mr° 
Corbin went to New York imunediately after the 
conference ended yesterday. A sub-committee of 
miners and railroaders had been appointed in the 
morning to wait on President Corbin, but after 
hearing the report of the business men’s committee 
the sub-committee concluded not to call. Indeed, 
it is quite certain that Mr. Corbin would refuse to 
receive anyone aga representative of the railroad 
strikers, as he considers them no longer in any way 
rélated'to the company. The miners’ committee 
returned to Pottsville without having met any of 
the officers of the eompafty. The most important 
question is whether the miners will, in case the ad- 
vance they are battling foris granted, desert the 
ralroad men and return to work. Kuights of Labor 
leaders maintain that the men will stand or fall 
together, and that the strike cannot be settled unless 
both miners and railroad hands are appeased. 
Reading officials gave. no information on the subject, 
and leaders who represent the miners refuse to de- 
fine their pasition as to whether there is any possi- 
bility of a division of the two bodies of employes. 
The only prominent leader in the city was W, T. 
Lewis, master workman ofthe miners’ district as- 
sembly No. 155, manager of the miners’ strike. He 
submits good-naturediy to cross examination 
by news r men, and has, under their efforts, 
t deal, and said nothing at all beyond 
S much you can say, that when the re- 
er time comes we wJi define our position and the 
os 10 ala then be satisficd that we are in the 
right,’’ 

The only new development in the Reading 
situation is that several small iron ore mines, 
whose product was worked up along the Read- 
ing road. have shutdown, owing to decreased 
consumption by reason of short supplies of fuel. 

The report circulated recently that miners of 
Wyoming region would go onstrike when 
called upon is stoutly denied by nearly all rep- 
resentative miners at Wilkesbarre. They say 
that the miners of that region are well satis- 
fied with the straight work they have had for 
some months past and the pay which they now 
receive, and that they can best aid their strik- 
ing brethren of the Lehigh and Schuylkill re- 
gions by remaining at work. Besides, the 
miners here are not thoroughly organized. A 
single instance will prove this fact. Of 4,000 
men employed by the Susquehanna Coal com- 
pany, in andabout Naticoke, only 270 belong 
to the Knights of Labor: and, again, nearly 
all o€ the working miners own their own 
homes, and on that account, as much gs any, 
oppose strike. The miners here are working 
night and day. Every railroad—and there are 
many of them—entering this citv has its hands 
full toship the coal mined. Not for many 
years has such activity been known in Wyom- 
ing and Lackawanna regions, and it isthe gen- 
eral belief that any order for strike from the 
labor leaders would fall fat so far as this sec- 
tion is concerned.

TWO MEN DEAD. 
A Terrible Tragedy Takes Place 
in Anniston. 


A YOUNG GEORGIAN SHOT DEAD 
But He Does Up ‘wer teaeeee Before He 


Goes—A Bloody Scene—Full De- 
tails of the Tragedy. 


ANNISTON, Ala., January 12.—[Special.}— 
Half a dozen pistol shots fired in quick succes- 
ston attracted a crowd of people into the Par- 
ker house at 4 o'clock this evening. The first 
man who entered, a clerk named Gamble, was 
greeted by a bullet which passed through his 
leg; and the second man, a negro, fell as if 
dead from a bullet whieh struck him. On the 
floor gwas found Mr. W. P. Evans dead, with 
a bullet hole through his head, and his left 
thumb shot off. Across from him in a recum- 
bent position, but resting on an elbow, was Mr. 
W. R. Williams, with a bullet hole two inches 
under his left nipple, and his left hand shot to 
pieces. 

Mr, Wiliiams was in the agony of deathand 
unable to speak, while his antagonist was dead, 
and beyond speech. Among the first to reach 
the spot was Mrs. Williams, who had been out 
visiting. The scene, when she beheld her hus- 
band in the throes of death, was pitiable. She 
flung herself upon his prostrate body and gave 
way tothe most violent grief. The coroner 
arrived and took charge of the bodies, but de- 
cided, as Mr, Williams was dead before a jury 
could be impanecled, that an™ investigation 
was unnecessary. 

The best information obtainable makes 
Evans the aggressor. Evans was the son-in-law 
of ex-Sheriff Pink Stephens, of Cobb county, 
Georgia ; and for two years past has been lead- 
ing a somewhat dissolute life. Some time ago 
he got into a row in Oxford with a man named 
Knighton, and killed him. The crime bore 
heavily on his mind. With his wife and two 
children he went to board in the Parker house, 
where he staid until abont a week ago. One 
day Mr. Williams, who was the proprietor of 
the hotel, called him aside, and an angry in- 
terview, the subject of which has never been 
divulged, took jplace. That evening Evans 
left the hotel, vowing yengeance on Wil- 
liams. 

Today, as has been his custom of late, 
Evans became drunk again, although this is 
a prohibition city. About 4 o’elock he was 
seen entering the Parker house, where Mr. 
Williams was alone. Almost instantly the 
firing began, and when the people rushed in, 
as already stated, both men were unable to 
shed light upon the tragedy. The fact is con- 
ceded, however, that Evans must have fired 
first. 

The Cause of the Tragedy. 

ANNISTON, Ala., January 12.—[By Asso- 
ciate Press.|—A difiiculty occurred this after- 
noon, in the oftice of the Parker house, between 
W.R. Williams, the proprietor, and P. H. 
Evans, resulting in the shooting and killing of 
both men. A young man, named Thomas 
Gamble, who was attempting to prevent the 
trouble, was shot in the leg below the knee, 
buttwas‘not seriously hurt. A colored nan, who 
was passing at the time, also received a slight 
wound in the leg. ‘The trouble grew out of a 
statement made by Williams to Evans, in ref- 
erence to the infidelity of his wife, which 
Evans refused to believe.

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M, FLOOQUET SPEAKS.

Strict justice at home 
and serupulous loyalty abroad are our essen- 
tialsof national strength.

Shocks of Earthquake on the 
Atlantic Coast. 


PEOPLE STARTLED FROM SLUMBER 


Fear That More Violent Shocks Will Occur— 
Reports From Augusta, Charleston, 
Savannah and Other Cities. 


SavanNnAH, Ga., January 12.—[Speciai.]— 
An earthquake shock disturbed late sleepers 
in Savannah at 9:30 this morning. Buildings 
swayed slightly, glass rattled, the walls moved 
perce; tibly, and there was a general rurh for 
the doors. True, there were many who did not 
feel the shock at all. Those who were on the 
streets did not, and, asa rule, those who were 
standing did not. On the bay nearly everyone 
noticed it. Those who were sitting down in 
the offices on the north side felt it more plainly 
than any others in the city. 

The wind was high and the first clatter of 
the windows was mistaken by some, but when 
the floors began to vibrate, and that peculiar 
sensation which only an earthquake can pro- 
duce, started up people’s legs, they involunta- 
rily feltan impulse to run for the street. No 
rumbling was observed in the city, but it was 
heard in the country. At the wharves of the 
Ucean Steamship company, the shock was 
plainly felt by all of thc employes. At first it 
was thought that a ship had struck the wharf. 
In the Central railroad shops, the workmen 
dropped their tools and miade for the door. In 
the telephone exchange the lady operators cut 
off every subscriber for half a minute. A 
score of people in relating their experience, 
told how they ran for doorways, arches and 
staircases. The Shock lasted between five and 
ten seconds. It was over beforé men got out 
of their offices, and must have been of short 
duration. Usually some glassware is broken, 
but none was reported. The shock is what 
would have been calleda slight one fifteen 
months ago. 

The direction of the shock this morning was 
not observed. In the signal office the quake 
was not noticed. The building is tall and is 
shaken so much by passing drays and cars that 
the observers are not aptto pay attention to 
any shock that does not knock the plaster off 
the ceiling. Whenthey examined their in- 
struments for measuring the velocity of the 
wind, they saw at %:564, Washington time, 
the registering pencil had been deflected as 
though it had been jarred. That fixes the 
time of the shock in Savannah at 9:324, ¢ity 
time. 

DISTINCTLY FELT IN COLUMBIA. 

Cotumsia, 8S. C., January 12.—A sharp 
earthquake shock, the first in many months, 
startled the citizens of Columbia at 9:55 this 
morning. Buildings- were severely shaken, 
and doors, windows, crockery and glassware 
rattled ina lively manner. People sleeping 
were rudely awakened, and many rushed into 
the-streets. The direction of the wave seemed 
to be from north tosouth. The vibrations con- 
tinued about ten seconds, and were accompa- 
nied by loud detonations.

_A MAN WHO NEVER SAW A RATTLER 


A Torpid Specimen Lying Across the Road— 
How Wild Cats Are Caught—Some 
Marvellous Stories.

ALBANY, Ga., January 12.—[Special.}]—Mr. 
I. N. Wordworth, of New York city, while on 
a hunting trip at the Johnson place in east 
Dougherty, nearly drove over a great rattle- 
snake which was lying in a partially tormd 
condition in the road. He and a companion 
dismounted and nearly stepped upon the ser- 
pent in looking for it. They shot it. -It 
measured about four feet in length and had 
five rattles. 

“It is a singular fact,’’ said Dr. E. R. Sis- 
sons, of New Bedford, Mass., an aggent gun- 
ner who is wintering here, ‘‘that githough I 
have hunted north, west and south, I have 
never yet come across alive rattlesnake,though 
my companions frequently have done so, and 
I have killed many other species of snakes. 
Down at Tampa, Fla., where I spent last 
winter, leaving there in May, my dog stopped 
at one time and acted very queerly, pointing 
and retreating. I found the object he 
had sighted. to be a coachwhip, which 
[shot. It measured seven feet. At another 
time my dog perceived something in a patch 
of grass not measuring more than three or four 
feet in diameter. He would point, then jump 
around to another side of the clump and con- 
tinue his maneuvers. I advanced quietly up 
to the spot and as I drew near I could see the 
thick head of a @mocasin swaying from side to 
side from out the bunch of grass. His eyes 
flashed with an angry light and his forked ton- 
gue was being rapidly shot out. He was just 
ready to strike. shit his head off. He 
measured four inches in thickness and was 
four feet|iong. Once upon Long Key,an island 
in Tampa bay, hunted with several compan- 
ions without seeing a snake, while they killed 
three huge rattlesnakes. I saw a great rattle- 
snake killed by the livery stable keeper while 


driving out to Rocky Point near ‘Tampa. It 
measured seven -feet and had ten _ rat- 
tles. It is singular how an encounter 
with a rattlesnake will frequently 


unnerve the strongest man. , At Mullet shoals, 
upon Long Key, where we had taken stands 
upon a deer hunt, I saw one of the drivers rush 
into the water and cry in a weak voice: ‘For 
God’s sake, bring the boat.’”? He was as pale 
as a sheet. We all thought he had been bitten, 
and hurried to the rescue. He was one of the 
deer drivers, weighing 180 pounds, a perfect 
specimen of physical manhood. Before that 
he had been perfectly fearless. A rattlesnake 
had struck at him and just missed his leg. He 
was perfectly paralyzed with horrorand nearly 
dead with fear. He has neverfhunted near that 
spot since.”’ 

“T saw a negro at Vanvickles’s today with 
the largest wild cat I eyer saw,”’ said Robert 
Slappey, of Baker courf®. ‘“‘The darky had 
it thrown over his shoulder, and was holding 
it by its hind legs, and its fore feet hung down 
below his knees. I stopped and had a long 
talk with the negro as to their method of trap- 
ping them.

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Senator Morgan's “Exposures.” 

The Macon Telegraph, quoting from 
Benator Morgan’s Boston speech to the ex- 
tent of a column or more, says that it 
exposes the argument for the repeal of the 
internal revenue law. This statement is 
made in the head lines which adorn the 
quotation, and it is an invitation to the 
reader to go through it carefully. Tue 
CON8TITUTION accepted the invitation and 
read the senator's remarks with a good deal 
of attention for the purpose of getting at 
the nature of the exposure. 

What was the result? Not only is there 
no “‘exposure’’ of the argument in favor of 
the repeal of the internal revenue system, 
but there is not a sound reason nor a sensi- 
ble argument offered in opposition to the 
repeal of the infamous system. If that 
portion of Senator Morgan’s speech which 
the Telegraph reproduces were the work of 
a school boy it could not be flatter or more 
irrelevant. 

There is not the slightest spark of states- 
manship init, and it is not arranged on 
democratic lines. If the democratic party 
has made any record in this government it 
is on the line of opposition to direct taxes 
levied on the people by the federal govern- 
ment; if itis consistent in any direction it 
is in the direction of opposition to the levy 
and collection of federal excise taxes after 
the emergency that. demanded their collec- 
tion has passed. This opposition was be- 
gun by Thomas Jefferson, the founder of 
the party, and his utterances have consti- 
tuted the platform of the party on the 
subject. 

But it seems thata new sort of democ- 
racy has arisen in the land—a democracy 
that owes all its allegiance toa whisky ring 
which has its nidus in Kentucky. As one 
of the representatives of this new democ- 
racy Senator Morgan may be a shining 
light, but he fails to represent the real 
democratic party of the country—least of 
all does he represent the democratic party 
of his own state. 

It is due to Senator Morgan, however, 
to say that the head lines employed by the 
Macon Telegraph do not represent the pur- 
pose of his speech. Instead of ‘‘exposing”’ 
other people’s arguments, he offers some of 
his own, and they are perhaps the weakest 
and the silliest arguments that have ever 
been advanced in favor of asystem more 
infamous and iniquitous than any that ex- 
ists in Russia. 

Senator Morgan, if the Telegraph has 
quoted him correctly, favors direct taxation 
by the federal government as a great boon; 
he pleads for it and demands it. According 
to him no scheme could be more beneficent 
than the levying of an unnecessary tax that 
has to be collected by means of bloodshed, 
murder spies and informers. 

On “2 point, there is this much to be 
said: Senator Morgan may parade around 
Boston with his coat-tails over his shoul- 
ders, making ‘‘exposures,’’ but if he will 
make his speeches nearer home we will 
guarantee that his constituents will astonish 
him in some measure. 


OwvrR esteemed free-trade contemporaries 
are not handling Major Bacon’s letter as 
vigorously and as promptly as we expected 
they would. Itis perhaps well that they 
should go slow, for the democratic senti- 
ment of Georgia is overwhelmingly in favor 
of the repeal of the infamous internal 
revenue system.

“It 
no powerto raise a revenue or impose taxes 
except for the purposes enumeiated in the constitu- 
tion; andif its incomeis tound to exceed these 
wants it should be forthwith reduced andthe bur- 
@ens of the people so far lightened. 

If this is not Tux ConstTIruTIon’s posi- 
tion in a nutshell, what isit? Dothe inter- 
nal revenue laws come within the sphere of 
the government's appropriate duties? 
Would not their repeal and the use of the 
taxes collected by these laws, if made a 
matter of state regulation, reduce the taxes 
of the farmer, the mechanic, and the labor- 
ng classes of society? 

True democracy is on trial and the issue 
must be squarely met.

Burton, the Champion Bigamist. 

Atlanta is nothing if not first. 

If there is any reason why she should not 
be first on the record of Mr. Burton, the 
yuncaught bigamist, we would like to hear 
it. 

There is a picturesque audacity about 
this man’s matrimonial transactions that 
fixes attention. It appears that he regis- 
tered a vow that he would have twenty-five 
wives before he was twenty-five years old.

When he escaped from the jail 
in Atlanta, he gathered up a new vietim as 
he ran, and when last seen was sculling 
acrossthe Chattahoochee with a buxom 
female in the bow of his boat, while he sat 
arduous at the paddle. He has doubtless 
by this time married the lady who faced him 
in the boat and listened to his honeyed 
tongue, while he hustled water in sight of 
the convict camp. 

There is no measuring the villainy of 
Burton. Bigamy is a crime—then who 
shall say what Burton is or what punish- 
ment should be meted unto him. Hanging 
is undoubtedly too good for him, and yet 
one cannot refrain from pondering on™ the 
curious aspects of his history.

The Whisky Ring. 

A sorrespondent, who seems to be inter- 
ested in the discussion that has been aroused 
by the proposition to repeal the internal 
revenue law, makes this inquiry: 

Epitors Constitution: You frequently allude to 
the whisky ring. What is the whisky ring? 

This is an inquiry that is worth answer- 
ing. The whisky ring is an association 
of whisky distillers. It is a powerful 
monopoly because it is an association, and 
recently it has become something worse; 
ithas developed into the whisky ‘“‘trust.’’ 
The ring is composed of the large distillers, 
and it has been powerful enough in the 
recent past to influence congressfonal legis- 
lation. It is even now a powerful political 
factor in Kentucky, Illinois and Missouri, 
and it has been able, heretofore, to manip- 
ulate the congressmen from these states. 

It is opposed to the repeal of the whisky 
tax, but it is interested in avoiding the pay- 
ment of the tax, asit fell due; and it was 
successful in its plans until Mr. Randall 
opposed its purposes and compelled it to toe 
the mark. It isaring that is fostered by 
the government under the operation of the 
infamous internal revenue system. The 
whisky made by the members of the ring is 
taken in charge by the government, placed 
ina bonded warehouse and held at the 
government expense fora period of three 
years. At the end of that time, the govern- 
ment tax is due, but the members of the 
ring, for quite a numberof years, have 
made strenuous efforts to have the bonded 
period extended, so that they might use the 
money which they owed the government 
for their own benefit. For this purpose 
they not only entered politics in the con- 
gressional districts, but they sent agents to 
Washington and established a lobby there. 

Foratime they were successful. They 
elected congressmen to suit their views; 
they found impecunions congressmen who 
were willing to be convinced for a consider- 
ation; they found newspaper men who were 
willing to be subsidized. The result was 
that the members of the whisky ring had 
fine sailing. Republicans and democrats 
were in favor of extending the bonded 
period, and republican and democratic 
newspapers urged it. 

Matters went along smoothly until the 
democratic party secured control of the 
house, and then Mr. Randall, with his 
usual bluntness, seized the stinking fraud 
by its ears and slew it. He destroyed its 
influence and exposed its workings, and it 
is for this that he has been denounced as a 
traitor to the democratic party. His tariff 
views do not differ from those of an over- 


ring denounce him as a traitor, and all the 
influence the ring could bring to bear—and 
its influence reaches to very high places— 
has been employed to degrade him and send 
him to the rear.

A Voice From the Country. 


Epitors Constiruvion: I noticed an ar- 
ticle in the Journal a few dsys ago asking the coun- 
ty commissioners to build amarket house in the 
city of Atlanta. We do not object to the city having 
a market house provided she builds it. The board of 
county commissioners of roadsand revenues was 
created for a different purpose than to build a mar- 
ket house or anything else for Atlanta exclusively. 

I will state to you some facts that may be of inter- 
est to the people of the whole of Fulton county. We 
need new roads in certain localities. There are 
thousands of acacs of land in a body within seven 
and eight milesof the carshed inthe city. The 
roads leading to this large body of land are not as 
good asthe roadsin the counties of Rabun and 
White in this state. This land is fertileand in 1858 
one field of one hundred acres made seven thou- 
sand five hundred bushels of corn. Our lands are 
valued high when we give in our taxes, because we 
are neir Atlanta, and every railroad built to the city 
gives us new competition, every section within a 
radius of a hundred miles sending their produce, 
wood, lumber, etc. There are many placeson the 
public highways that are really dangerous. Two 
and a half miles north of the city on the Howell’s 
Mills road the Belt. road crosses said road, There 
are two steep hills on the sides of ‘the railroad, 
making it very dangerous to drive across, The peo- 
ple’s road was built many years before this road made 
it so disagreeable to travel the said road. 

While the commissioners are doing things, could 
they not arrange for the jurors to be paid $2a day 
instead of $1? Our farmers are taken from their 
work always in the busiest season, and are com- 
pelled to serve onthe jury one or two weeks, and 
spend more to live in the city than they re- 
ceive, andethey return home to find their crops 
almost ruined. COUNTRYMAN, 

“The Great Evolationist.”

This dispatch is so palpably incorrect in its state- 
ments, and does such gross injustice to those imme- 
diately concerned, that I feel sure you will be wil- 
ling to publish the truth concerning the matter. 

Your correspondent is either ignorant of, or per- 
verts the facts in several ways. Dr. Woodrow was 
never turned out of the chair of didactic and pole- 
mic theology, for he never occupied that chair. The 
faculty did not determine upon a ‘boycott,’ for 
they had nothing whatever to do with the students’ 
ceasing to attend Dr. Woodrow’s lectures at 
the college. Some of the students did 
not inform the faculty of their purpose to continue 
attendance. Only one student did this. 8» far as 
I can ascertain, the faculty had nothing whatever 
to do with the case, except most properly to refer 
the communication of the silly student who wrote 
them of his intention to attend these lectures to the 
presbytery under whose Care he is|prey aring for the 
ministry. 

The facts of the case are as follows: Several stu.

JACKSONVILLE’S JOY. 


Opening of the Sub-Tropical Exposition Yes- 
terday. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.,January 12.-The Florida 
sub-tropical exposition was opened appropri- 
ately with the most impressive‘ceremonies ever 
witnessed in the state. The procession which 
formed in the park and marched through 
splendidly decorated streets to exposition 
grounds was more than a mile in length, and 
consisted of large bodies of infantry and artil- 
lery, headed by bands of music, the governor 
and ex-governor of the state. Generals Spinner 
and Schofield, judges of state and federal 
courts, mayors of a number of southern cities, 
and a large number of other distinguished cit- 
izéns im Carriages. The pageant was witnessed 
by ae 30,000 people. é oration of the day 
was delivered by ex-Governor Bloxam, and an 
address in which exposition was for- 
mally _ presented to the people 
of Florida was made by Governer 
Perry. Speeches were also made by President 
Kreamer and Director-General Paine. The 
proceedings were interspersed with music, 
furnished by a chorus of about a hnndred 
voices, and were enlivened by the firing of 
cannon and enthusiastic popular demonstra- 
tions.

Beginning of a Murder Case in Jadge Rich- 
ard H. Clark's Court—Empancling @ 
Jury—The State Opens Ite Case.

The case of the state against James Jeter for 
murder of Sophia Hill, was begun yester- 
ip the criminal wing of the superior court, 


fi Richard H. Clark presiding. The case 
is replete with sensational features and as far 
jt has gone has been intensely interesting to 
dge, the jurors, the lawyers and the crowd of 


visitors that filled the courtroom. 

The defendant was a coal black negro, about 
fifty years old. Sophia Hill was a colored | 
woman, twelve or fifteen years his junior. 
The two had been on friendly terms for several 
years. About two years ago, Ralph Hill, 
Sophia’s husband, was killed in a railway accl- 
dent and she sued the company for damages. 
The latter part of last November the case was 
tried and damages were given the plaintiff. 
She was paid the money, and at once told Je- 
ter about her good fortune. 

The woman was taken ill'and died after three 
davs of intense suffering. The circumstances of 
her sudden death were so suspicious that de- 
tectives began making investigations. Jeter 
was reported to have had several hundred | 
dollars in his possession, and he was arrested 
and charged with the murder of the woman, | 
whose body in the meantime had been ex- | 
bumed, an autopsy made and traces of poison 
found in her stomach. The contents of the | 
stomach were submitted to two chemists, who | 
analyzed them by the most approved methods | 
and found pal hag The grand jury found | 

ne bill against Jeter. 
¥ The friends ot Jeter retained Mr. W. T. 
Moyers and Mr. Eugene M. Mitchell to defend 
him. 

When the case was called yesterday there 
was a large crowd in the court room. 

Solicitor-General Charles D. Hill had sum- 
moned a large number of witnesses, among 
whom were nve or six of the most prominent 
physicians and chemists of Atlanta. 

(pon his arraignment, Jeter pleaded ‘‘not 

uilty.”’ The indictment alleges that ‘* James 
ey on the Ist day of January, 1888, did un- 
lawfully and with malice aforethought, kill 
and snurder one, —- Hill, by poisoning her 
with strychnine and other poisons unknown.” 

The work of empaneling a jury began soon 
after 9 o'clock and was not completed until a 
few minutes after 2 o’clock. 

The defendant rejected nineteen jurors, 
some five or six of whom were colored. 

The state rejected four jurors, and eighteen 
others were stood aside for cause. 

The following jury was empaneled: Allen 
P. Morgan, Jolin Ilenderson, George B. Har- 
‘man, Burton E. Gardner, Joseph Hanlan, W. 
H. Williams, W. S. Lumpkin, George W. An- 
derson, Elijah L. Harman, John 8S. Hughes, 
W. L. Ezzard, W. P. Barge. 

The state opened its case by placing upon 
the stand Dr. Robert W. Westmoreland. He 
testified that he was county physician, and,un- 
der the direction of the coroner, had exhumed 
the body of Sophia Hill and had taken out 
her stomach and carried it to Hodges & Evans, 
chemists, for analysis, 

Mr.2.W. T. Moyers, the senior counsel for 
the defense, subjected the witness to a rigid 
cross-examination. A vast amount of scien- 
tific information {bearing upon toxicology was 
elicited. The obiect of the examination was 
to get from Dr. Westmoreland a minute de- 
scription os all the symptoms of strychnine 
poisoning, 

The next witness was Dr. R. B. Abernethy, 
who stated that he was called to attend Sophia 
Hill soon after she was taken sick. He treated 
her two days. She was first attacked with 
colic and seemed suffering from menstral 
troubles, induced by cold and exposure. 


to him with instructions to lock Suinby

Being cross-examined, the doctor said he de- 
tected no symptoms of poison up to the time 
he ceased treating her, and he was satisfied 


none had been administered. She had no con- 
vulsions; Which invariably follow strychnine 
poison. Jeter, the defendant, was most atten- 
tive to her and seemed very solicitous for her 
recovery. 

Dr. C. D. Murphy, the next witness, said 
he went to see her first Monday morning, and 
found her suffering with severe pains in the 
head and bowels. He administered opiates 
for her relief, and when he left her she seemed 
to be considerably relieved, He thought, from 
his diagnosis, that she was suffering fron: sup- 
yressed menses. 

jOn the cross-examination he said that Jeter 
was kind and attentiveto her. Thesymptoms 
of strychnine poison are very pronounced. He 
noticed none. Strychnine is almostinvariably 
fatal within twelve hours after it is taken. 

The next witness was Thomas P. Evans, a 
chemist, who stated that he analyzed the 
stomach and contents. He used the method 
of Stas and Otto, the most approved method 
known to chemistry, and also other tests. He 
succeeded in obtaining the colors demonstrat- 
ing the presence of strychnine, in appreciable 
quantity. 

He, too, was subjected toa rigid cross-ex- 
amination, in which was elicited the fact that 
no test except the colortest was attempted, 
and he could not say what quantity of strych- 
nine was found, not having been required to 
make a quantitive analysis. 

Maria Foster, colored, was next sworn. She 
testified that she wasa neighbor of Sophia 
Hiil’s, and saw her ini her last illness. 

Mr. Myers, in cross-questioning her, brought 
out the fact that the deceased and Jeter were 
engaged to be married; that they did not occu- 
py the same house; that an aged colored man 
who lived with her has since gone crazy; that 
she got $200 shortly before her death and gave 
it to Jeter to keep for her. 

Joseph Boylan, a Decatur street merchant, 
Stated that the 2sth of last November, Jeter 
deposited with him $150 for safe keeping. 
About three weeks afterward Jeter returned 
and asked him not to say anything about the 
money, as it belonged to Sophia Hill, she being 
sick and others trying to get the money, 

The principal fact disclased by the cross- 
examination was that this occurred the day 
after her death. 

E. M. Cason, a policeman, was the next wit- 
ness for the prosecution, and he testified re- 
garding Jeter’s arrest, and that the prisoner at 
first claimed the money as his own, saying that 
he had earned it, but subsequently confessed 
it was Sophia Hill’s and that she had given it 
to him to keep for her. 

_ The cross-examination brought out the addi- 
tional fact that the prisoner sent after the po- 
liceman the day after he was arrested and 
made a voluntary statement as tothe money. 

After this witness had given his testimony, 
the court adjourned to meet at 9 o’clock this 
morning. i

A SERENE DAY IN THE DEPARTMENTS 


Judge John T. Clarke to Sit on the Supreme 
Bench Next Tuesday—The Governor 
Pardons a Man—Other Items. 


THERE WAS NOTHING of a sensational nature 
in the departments yesterday.

This is 
one of the cases in which Associate Justice T. 
J. Simmons disqualified several days ago. The 
hearing of the case has been set for Tuesday 
because Judge Clark telegraphed that he will 
be here on that day. 

GOVERNOR GorDON 14s pardoned H. L. M. 
Logan, who was convicted of horse-stealing in 
Fulton county, and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for six years. Logan’s term of service 
expires today, and the object of the pardon 1s 
to restore to the young man his civil rights. A 
petition tothe governor credits Logan with 
good conduct in the penitentiary, and sets out 
that he is weak-minded, :

CuRRK W.H. Harrison, of the executive 
department, hasaddressed the following com- 
munication to applicants for allowance under 
the wounded soldiers’ act.

Billups and other prominent citizens, 
as a proper construction of the law. 

ATLANTA, G4, January 6, 188 —Dear Sir: In 
order to avoid unnecessary delays to ap dicants, and 
to enable all parties interested to understand the 
law granting allowances to disabled soldiers, as well 
as the rules adopted by the goveronor, touching the 
payments provided, the folowing suggestions are 
submitted: 

1. Ifany applicant has been wounded in the leg 
or arm, the description of the wound should be care- 
fully and fully set forth and followed by a plain 
statement showing the extent of the disability. 

2. The law makes no allowance for a crippled 
hand, nor for a crippled foot, nor foran arm or leg 
unless the arm or leg has been rendered substan- 
tially and essentially useless, 

3. It will not answerto say that anarmis “‘sub- 
stantially useless for ordinary pursuits of life, etc.” 
There is no qualification to the clause of the act in 
reference to thefarm or lez, but the limb must forall 
purposes be “substantially and essentially guseless,”’ 

4. If the peg ee pene is for a wounded leg, it would 
seem to be a fair construction of the act, and the 
words above quoted, to say that unless the injury 
was such as to require the constant use of crutch or 
stick, that the leg is not ‘substantially and essen- 
tially uselzss,” 

5. It is more difficult to say when an arm is ‘“‘sub- 
stantially and essentially useless.’”’ The words are 
strong ones, however, and the injury must be very 
severe and the armina badly damaged condition 
-to entitle one tothe allowance mentioned in the 
act. The legislature intended to limit these pay- 
ments to such as were mest serious!y wounded and 
disabled. In the future they will doubtless provide 
for all who were badly injured, but the present law 


does not reach very many worthy, needy cases, It 
was inaugurated as an experiment; if abused it will 
If

é The other clauses in the act must be carefully 
followed, and in no case will an application be al- 
lowed, unless the proots are properly made out and 
attested as required. 

7. If papers are returned for correction and 
amendments are added to any of the aifidavits, the 
amendments must be made under oath before an 
officer, and the proof$ must show that the amend- 
mients have been dully sworn to. 

8. The ordinaries are better acquainted with sp- 
plicants, and know their condition better than the 
governor or his secretaries, and they are earnestly 
requested to discourage any man from making ap- 

lication unless he is entitled under the law.

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A Case in the City Court of Which Judge | 


Van Epps Treats in Terse Terms. 

On the docket of the city court there appears 
a caseentitled: “W. R. Phillips Jr. vs. E. 
li. Loyd, illegality, traverse and answer of 
sheriff.’’ 

This case is a peculiar one. Nothing exactly 
like it is chronicled in the annals of jurispru- 
dence. 

Judge Van Epps says: ‘‘The illegality was 
disinissed, because tried by the return, the 
@niy way it could be legally tried. There was no 
entry of service. The defendant asked to be 
allowed then to traverse, which the court de- 
nied, on the ground that the offer to traverse 
at the first term after notice 
notice of the sherilf’s 
but illegality simply was filed. 
Subsequently it was made to appear that the 
original declaration, with the entry of service 


| thereon, was lost, and the defendant having 


offered to traverse assoon as the lost papers 
were established, and as soon as she was in- 
formed of what the entry of service was the 
covrt corrected its error  & belnstading the ille- 
gality, whereupon a traverse was filed as a part 
of the illegality. The sheriff was made a 
party,and has answered. This case, there- 
fore, is regularly before the court to 
pass upon the question of service, whether it 
was sufticient in view of the agreed statement 
of facts. See O'Bryan & Brothers vs. Cal- 
houn, 68 Ga., 215. 

‘The facts are the sheriff took a copy of the 
declaration to defendant’s residence in the 
city, toserve it upon her. He got no further 
than the gate; there he met a servant or a 
child, he does not remember which, who told 
him the defendant was sick. He took the 
person at the gate to be a servant or a child of 
the defendant, whose age is not declared, but 
he appearedto have made no inquiry; and 
whether one or the other, or neither, does not 
appear. He leftthe copy with this person, 
with the request that he or she hand it to the 
defendant. The defendant never got it. The 
defandant has a valid defense to the action 
which she desires to set up. Inasmuch as it is 
not made to appear that the defendant’s gate 
was her residence, or that the person at the 
gate was inside or outside on the street, or that 
this ambiguous person was the child or 
servant of the defendant or of some 
other unfortunate citizen. I think it cannot 
be fairly stated that this defendant has had 
her day in court. It is not impossible that it 
Was a very young child, and not of the gentler 
sex, and that he made a tale to his kite of the 
process of the court. He may have had room 
to tly itin the walk between the gate and the 
door of defendant’s residence, moreover, 
it does not appear that he was the child of the 
defendant, but only that the sheriff raised the 
presumption from the circumstance that he 
was at defendant’s gate. He may have been 
a neighbor’s child. It might embarrass the 
defendant exceedingly if the law raised a 
presumption that all the children found at any 
time at the gate were her children. It might 
judicfally cast upon her bosom more children 
than her husband felt called upon to support, 
and the consequences might be appalling to a 
whole neighborhood if that presumption should 
be judicially declared against» husband. I 
would not answer forthe domestic tranquility 
in that event. 

Such an atmosphere of loveliness surrounds 
and permeates the official and selemn act of 
service with judicial process in this case, suc- 
eeeded by such a comedy of mishaps, in the 
punctual loss of all the papers, including the 
declaration and process and the sheriff’s entry 
thereon, as soon as judgment was obtained, 
the returning of the illegality to the wrong 
court, the suffering it to languish there 
waterlogged and lost for a considerable period. 

“That I have concluded, inasmuch as the 
defendant has a substantial defense to the 
action, that the court ought to give her a hear- 
ing. It may serve to strengthen her feeling of 
confidence in our judicial systein, a desirable 
point since she may possibly be mother of the 
child at the gate, and may be able to affect his 
youthful niind ‘with her own sentiments. Let 
the opinion be filed as a part of the record of 
the case. 

“Ordered that the judginent heretofore ren- 
dered ve set aside and the fi. fa. quashed.”’

Now, 
why should this tax mot be repealed: 
Do we need to resort to this 
odious system any longer? The 
answer furnished by the treasury department | 
is that we do not. In round numbers, and ap- 
proximately, the surplus coming into the treas- 
ury is just about equal to the receipts from in- 
ternal taxation. That if these taxes were 
abolished tomorrow not another dollar would 
be- required to replace them for the ordinary 
purposes of the government.
